EEC AID TO AFRICA--Brussels, 25 Feb (AFP)--The common market has granted the 
equivalent of nearly 10 million dollars for water and food development projects 
in Africa, a European commission source said here today. Tanzania will get units 
of account (the theoretical common market currency) worth 4.9 million dollars to 
improve the city water system in Mbeya, in the southwest. Another 3.6 million 
dollars will go to the Sahel countries--Cape Verde, Gambia, Upper Volta, Mali, 
Mauritania, Niger, Senegal and Chad--to improve their farming. Several states 
on the Gulf of Guinea in West Africa will get a total of 1.26 million dollars to 
evaluate their fish resources. On top of the development aid, the source said, 
Malawi will get emergency assistance worth 360,000 to help pay for importing fuel. 
This is costing more because railways linking the land-locked country with the 
Indian Ocean coast have been damaged by floods, and the fuel is now coming in by 
road.

[Text] Luanda, 18--Angolan Minister of Foreign Affairs Paulo Jorge, in an 
interview revealed today by TASS, considered the fact that the recent Nonalined 
Country Conference supported a political solution for the Afghanistan crisis to 
be highly positive. 


Paulo Jorge emphasized that the desire of the nonalined to find a solution to the 
Afghanistan problem through negotiations of the parties involved, inspires 
confidence. 


"I consider this element highly positive," said the chief of Angolan diplomacy, 
adding: "It must be emphasized that the conference reaffirmed the principles of 
respect for the national sovereignty and territorial integrity of Afghanistan." 


Paulo Jorge also told TASS that he was satisfied at the fact that the nonalined 
expressed their solidarity with the African Frontline States, particularly with 
Angola, whose active role in negotiations on the problem of Namibia was ac- 
knowledged unanimously by participants in the conference. 


The Angolan minister of foreign affairs also hailed the important role the 
Nonalined Movement is playing in the struggle for the establishment of a new 
world economic order. Questioned about the fact that the North American 
administration recently labeled the liberation movements as "ter)orist, Paulo 
Jorge said that such a statement "deserves no comment." 


The liberation movements and the forces which support them have nothing in 
common with terrorists, he declared, adding that he does not believe that such 
allegations can put an end to the inevitable struggle for liberation. What is 
important is what the liberation struggle is in fe t and not what the United 
States says it is, emphasized the chief of Angola: diplomacy.

FIELD OF CHANGING COMMERCIAL AVIATION, NEEDS REVIEWED 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 4 Feb 81 p 4 
[Article by Gustavo Costa: "TAAG's Growth Was Forced on It"'] 


[Excerpts] Innumerable questions on the operation of our airline occur to the 

reporter who is traveling as a simple passenger and observer. Some of them, for 

example, are the issue of technical assistance and of aircraft maintenance, as 

well as that of the security of our planes. Is the TAAG [Air iransportation of 

Angola] able to satisfy in the future the growing needs of the population for air 

transportation? Which choices wiil have to be made in the future as to the type 

. aircraft in use by our airline? What is the future of the [AAG in the commercial 
ield? 


Why is it that TAAG today is a company affected by innumerable problems it was not 
prepared to face? In the first place, it must be admitted that the massive and 
abrupt increase in the number of passengers was due to the political and military 
situation in the country, as a result of which some areas have been perforce deprived 
of road and railroad transportation. Secondly, it should be noted that the condi- 
tions under which our independence was proclaimed gravely affected the structure of 
the company and provoked a veritable erosion of qualified cadres, who were mostly 
foreigners. 


As a result, the growth of TAAG was so sudden and so gigantic that it was unable to 
satisfy the demands imposed by air travel. 


Therefore, its services today are quite deficient, and this fact is aggravated by 

a significant lack of professionalism and disregard of the norms that must be used 
in dealing with the public, a situation resulting, at times, in a lack of respect 
or in total irresponsibility in providing needed information. However, since these 
factors appear to be purely secondary, attention should be focused on maintenance 
services, as was stated to our newspaper by the deputy director general of the 
company, Jacinto Junior. 


He also said that the TAAG's principal problem resides in the maintenance of the 
aircraft (let it be said, for the peace of mind of frequent travelers, that they are 
not allowed to fly if not properly checked). However, their operation is sometimes 
compromised by the fact that most of the spare parts--which are usually rotated-- 
are left in place longer than prescribed. 








This, very simply, is the problem. More important, however, is the fact that the 
absence of spare parts is aggravated by a shortage of qualified cadres, resulting 

in a deficient stock management system. it can thus be concluded that the frequent 
malfunctionings with which passengers are so familiar are the basic result of the 
absence of competent experts to organize the sector of spare parts which are usually 
lacking, because of customs difficulties or banking transactions. 


The problem has been finally solved. Actually, it could have been solved long ago. 
But the “usual” difficulties in granting entry visas and locating housing once again 
intervened at the time of the hiring of 13 TAP [Portusuese Air Transport] technicians 
by TAAG--in addition to the 40 already in the country--to conduct a more rigorous 

and efficient inspection of the aircraft and to ensure the training of Angolan 
personnel. No matter: fortunately, the TAP technicians are now here. Another 
question should now be asked: if, in regard to Friendship and Boeing 737 aircraft 
the solution is the purchase of spare parts, the problem for Boeing 707 planes 
resides fundamentally in the training of specialized personnel that would ensure 

the appropriate technical maintenance of the aircraft with the concomitant profits 

to be derived from it. ° 


In response to the progressive modernization of airline companies, TAAG intends to 
move in the direction of computerlizing its spare parts stocks through the purchase 
of a gigantic IBM computer. The sectors of finances and reservations will later 

be computerized as well. 


It should be noted that the efforts to convert the TAAG into an important airline 
corresponding to the development of the economy that the People's Republic of Angola 
has set as a goal entails the urgent definition of which model of aircraft will be 
mainly used during the next 15-year period so as to ensure, to the extent possible, 
the standardization of the TAAG fleet. This question arises because, as is known, 
TAAG was forced to have recourse to emergency alte natives at the time of independence 
following the boycott instituted by the U.S. in disregard of this country's obliga- 
tions toward us. 


At the time, TAAG was confronted by six different kinds of aircraft, a fact which 
enormously complicated maintenance problems, especially under the conditions then 
prevailing in the country. It should also be noted that in the face of this diversity 
of planes, TAAG was compelled to divert its attentior from the Yaks, to focus it 
instead on the planes which constitute the major part f its fleet. Consequently, 
this is the reason why the Yaks' maintenance had to be carried out entirely by the 
Soviets. Recent conversations between TAAG and the Soviet Avia Export have defined 
the modalities for the urgent and indispensable training of pilots as well as of 
Angolan maintenance personnel. 


The problem of fuel for the Yaks has also been solved, an issue that had arisen 
because of a poorly received misunderstanding entailing considerable financial 
involvement deriving from its (unnecessary) importation; fuel is now being directly 
provided by our government. The contract now being analyzed stipulates that a 

number of Angolan cadres will be sent to the Soviet Union and the proposal made 

by the Soviet airline is under study by TAAG. Meanwhile, a group of 10 pilots are 
soon supposed to leave for this friendly country to receive specialized training 

in flying the Yaks. In a general context, pilot training for Boeing 737 and Hercules 
aircraft has been ensured through cooperation with Yugoslavia, where 20 pilots have 
already been trained; a second group should be ready within 2 years.

A third group will reportedly go to the soviet Union to qualify for flying Yak and 
Antonov aircraft. Additionally, it has been possible to impart basic training in 

our country to a group of pilots for small aircraft, who will probably be subse- 
quently sent to Brazil. Meanwhile, it should be added that following their training, 
pilots and mechanics are assigned to both TAAC and the FAPA/DAA [Angolan Air Force]. 
Technical training for the mechanics has (9 3 complemented with specialization 
courses in the U.S. (Boeing), Portugal ('\') and Brazil (VARIG). 











This program dovetails with the ambitious plan to endow the company with new aircraft. 
To remedy, at least temporarily, the present situation aggravated by the recent 

loss of a Boeing 737 in Benguela, TAAG had to lease two Boeing 737 aircraft for a 
period of 1 to l-1/2 hears from a British company, in order to satisfy the needs 

of domestic and international traffic. These planes should arrive soon. 


Meanwhile, 5 months ago, TAAG acquired two new Boeing 707 aircraft from a U.S. 
company. One of them is already in use, while the other will be sent to Brazil 
where it will undergo a series of alterations to adapt it to the Angolan air 
navigation  vstem, especially in view of the desired standardization. With the 
acquisit: 1 oi these two planes, TAAC will have available a fleet of five Boeing 
707, whi. represents an investment of over $20 million! 


However, this is not all. It is necessary to impelment a transition plan which 

will be able to satisfy the neeas of the present. And how about the future? We 

can announce the good news to our readers that TAAG has already secured three more 
Boeing 737 aircraft, that should arrive in November 1981, May 1982 and November 1982 
respectively. 


However, we must temper the euphoria which may be created by the purchase of the 
707 line. Some time ago, the Boeing company ceased production of this line because 
of an antiquated manufacturing system and of high (expensive) fuel consumption. 

It is clear that today, the more economic the operation of the aircraft, the more 
profitable it is for the company that produces it or purchases it. Since the 

707 cannot ve operated economically by any stretch of the imagination, the Boeing 
company simply decided to abandon the line in view of the present and worsening 
energy crisis. 


However, what about spare parts? How will TAAG be able to ac .uire them if the 707 
line is now extinct? This is a logical and timely question, and here is the answer: 
despite the fact that the 707 line is no longer produced, the necessary spare parts 
for the planes will continue to be available. According to technical forecasts, 
these planes will be flying for some years to come because of the large number of 
companies that own them. Therefore, spare parts will continue to be mar: 1 tured 
for the next 5 or 6 years, be it only for the fact that manufacturing ; i °.'s can 
only stay in business because of the demand for then. 


So far so good. However, as has already been noted, the goal of TAAG is to trans- 
form itself into a modern airline able to emulate the impressing rate of development 
of other large airlines in the world. Obviously, this will not be accomplished 

in one day, not even in our wildest dreams. But one must think of the future and 
plan on solid foundations. In terms of possible prospects for the next 5 years, 
what is now taking place is an appraisal of our capabilities and of the advantages 
to be derived from the purchase of the ideal aircraft line best adapted to our 
circumstances and with the highest economic returns that will satisfy the needs 

of our domestic and internetional traffic. 





On the bagie of this appraisal, various aircraft manufacturing companies~--among 
them French, American, Soviet, Dutch and British enterprises--are conducting an 
indepth and generalized study of our traffic and ite characteristics, our develop: 
ment possibilities and our airport facilities. TAAG will then proceed to a 
definitive choice on the basis of this study and of the projects that will be 
submitted by these companies. This is a measure vemanded by the need to guarantee 
the technical standardization of our aircraft, from which our country will accrue 
a number of benefite in the financial and cadre training sectors, as well aa in 
terme of setting up in our country a unique technical infrastructure,

NATLONAL ASSEMBLY APPROVES GOVERNMENT PROGRAM

[Text] Praia, 19=-The Cape Verde People's National Assembly yesterday unan- 
imously approved the program presented by the government of Prime Minister 
Pedro Pires for the 1981-1985 period. 


The “significant strengthening of the security and national defense sectors" 
and “the improvement of the capability for action by the forces of public order 
and domestic security,” measures announced by the government in its new program, 
were supported in the Assembly. 


Deputy Luis Fonseca, secretary general of the Amilcar Cabral African Youth, 
said he viewed "with pleasure the importance given to the reinforcement of 
security and defense in the government program.” 


The deputy, who is also a member of the National Council (Central Committee) of 
the PAICV [African Independence Party of Cape Verde] said: “All attempte at 
internal subversion, confusion and sabotage must be detected, controlled and 
eliminated." 


Luis Fonseca, former prisoner at Tarrafal, criticized the demonstration which 
took place in Lisbon by opponents of the PAICV government and said that “the 
purpose is to create conditions for overthrowing this regime.” He said: 

"We must be alert because the enemy wante to destroy the climate of stability 
and trust in the future.” 


Discussions on the subject of the program of the Second Cape Verde Government 
continues to occupy the 63 deputies of the People's National Assembly meeting 
in the First Legislative Session of the Second Legisleture, which has been in 
progress since 12 February in the city of Praia.

ROUNDTABLE TO DISCUSS DEVELOPMENT PLAN 
Djibouti LA NATION DJIBOUTI in French 19 Feb 81 p 3 


[Text] Of course, it goes without saying that this round table discussion 
and the meeting of donors will have considerable repercussions on the eco- 
nomic potential of our young republic. 


The effects will be of two kinds. 


The first would be what I shall call the discovery of itself. By “itself” 
I mean the Republic of Djibouti. We shall finally be able to measure and 
quantify our own absorption power on the subject of investment. 


This is a very important point, for, at the same time, we shall establish 
our ambitions and possibilities for development. 


Thus, the round table discussion will have enabled us to make an initial 
Djiibouti-type analysis of the country's social and economic situation. 


To illustrate thie somewhat, we have a very inequitable veluation and dis- 
tribution of investaent projects. 


Of the 52 billion FD sy (or 86 projects) which we are pre- 
senting in February 1981, the distribution is as follows (see table):

We see that considerable effort ie initially being directed toward enerzy 


and energy production, This sector representa about 30 percent of the over- 
all investment, 


Transportation and telecommunications represent the largest portion of the 


totes investwent (about 40 percent), Then come education, conetruction and 
others, 


The above distribution is temporary, for sectorial policies will be drawn up 
by the Directorate of Planning with the assistance of the technical minis- 
tries involved, and this will be in the form of a “law of economic ortenta- 
tion.” This law will be adopted by the Coun.il of Ministers. Also, a cer- 
tain number of projects have already been studied from a feasibility stand- 
point, while others have not. 


For exanple, with regard to agriculture, any consideration of large-scale 
plantings must await the resulte of research on the availability of water 
throughout the territory. 


A German hydrogeological mission is on the spot studying thie aspect. 


The second point is that, with an investment of this magnitude and in such 
important sectors, we shall be able to count on the thorough training of an 
interactivity matrix through which effective interdependent action will be 
assured. 


In other words, several sectors will find themselves playing the dual role 
of customer and supplier. 


This consideration could be termed pure theory if it did not constitute a 
rational approach to the development process. 


For it ie mankind which effects progress. And an educated human being makes 
a greater contribution to development. 


When in good health, one’s availability for work is increased. Hence, the 
importance the “law of economic orientation” should have for the sectors of 
health, education, training, employment and nutrition. 


We have maintained that a work method and approach by sectors of activity 
should be established at the conclusion of the round table discussion. 


We shall make analyses in greater detail with the collaboration of Djibouti 
administrative heads. A complete inventory will be made in each sector. 
Bach inventory will cover the complete needs and inadequacies of the sector 
in question in the form of a physical and accounting balance sheet.

NEW DAMS BUILT IN ALI-SABIEH DISTRICT

The fight against drought in the Republic of Djibouti ise being carried on 
in various ways. Direct action in the form of water distribution takes 
care of the people's immediate needs; the installation of “logistic” means 
or the renovation of pumping equipment are answers to threate over the me- 
dium term. But thought must aleo be given to the more distant future. 


That is what Saleh Omar, commissioner of the Republic of Ali-Sabieh, has 
done. Without neglecting direct action (we spoke of this recently), he is 
seeking ways to win land back from the scourge of drought. 


One of the logistic means is the construction of dams which make it possible 
to hold back rain water which would otherwise needlessly flow back to the 
sea, The dame play a dual role: they create a water reserve where nomads 
can bring their flocks, and they “replenish” the underground water table 
which is an indirect way of creating watering places. 


Consequently, Ali-Sabieh District has just constructed two dame: one quite 
close to the district's capital at a place called Aramadouleh across a 
stream of the same name, and the second at the eastern outlet of the Petit- 
Bara River. 


The Aramadouleh dam, on which construction began during the first half of 
December, is 55 meters lona by 3.5 meters deep and rests on a foundation 
which measures 1.5 meters. This concrete structure, built by workmen of 
Ali-Sabieh District with the participation of nomad people, will not only 
assure a water supply but also irrigate nearby gardens--a “pilot” operation 
in more than one way, as is seen. 
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Its cost, estimated at nearly 6 million Djibouti francs, was covered 50 per- 
cent by the Catholic Relief Service which furnished the equipment and fed 
the construction workers and the other 50 percent by Ali-Sabieh District 
which supplied the necessary trucks and certain specialized workers. As for 
the Petit-Bara dam, the cost is difficult to estimate inasmuch as it was 
built with the gratuitous assistance of the 2d work brigade of the 13th DBLE 
in collaboration with the technical services of Ali-Sabileh District. With 
a tractor, a scraper, a loading shovel and three trucks, Lieutenant Flock's 
men and district workers moved about 20,000 cubic meters of stone and earth 
to form a dam 300 meters long by 9 meters high. The district's residents 
have now only to await the rain. But Commissioner Saleh Omar's complete 
confidence in the future is such that we would not be surprised to see the 
rain come down as early as tomorrow!

OMANI AID--Last Sunday, Prime Minister Barkat Gourad Hamadou received Saoud 
Al-Ansi, the Sultanate of Oman's ambassador to the Republic of Djibouti, in 
his office at the ministerial headquarters. Puring the meeting, the prime 
minister called the ambassador's attention to problems of general interest 
to the Arab world and, particularly, to relations between the two friendly 
nations. On this occasion, the Omani ambassador, in the presence of RTD 
[Djibouti Radio and Television] Director Ainache, gave the prime minister 

a check in the amount of $700,000, The money is to be spent cn an expansion 
of RTD's building.

Last month, Mr. Mbathi had a meeting with trade union bosses in a bid to solve 
conflicts in the Cotu leadership. 


The 17 unions aleo asked the Minister to implement five other points. 

The unions, calling themselves supporters of incumbent Cotu deputy secretary~- 
general James Karebe, asked the Government to ensure that no more Cotu Executive 
Board meetings are convened “to suspend or sack" officials. 


They told the Minister to ensure that all Cotu staff who intend to seek seate in 
Cotu-affiliated unions resign immediately and surrender all Cotu property. 


The Minister was also asked by the unions to ensure that all trade unions affilia- 
ted to Cotu participate in the May 16 elections. 


The unions claimed that for the past 20 monthe no seminars had been conducted 
under the African-American Labour Centre-Cotu education programme.

National Trading Corporation (KNTC) and health officials from the Nairobi City 

ag This was confirmed by Kensalt distribution manager, Mr. Gateri in Mom- 
asa. 


Mr. Gateri claimed the withdrawal had started long before the anomaly was raised 
in the Press. The company now released salt after making thorough scrutiny, he 
said. 


The bad salt had 2.4 per cent insoluble material which caused stomach disorders, 
according to wananchi and the salt company's managing director J. L. Murungi. 


Mr. Gateri however said the sand content in the salt was too little to cause 
stomach upsets. 


Mr. Murungi said the raw salt which was dug from the virgin salt crystalliser at 
the Gongoni salt works contained insoluble matter which remained in the table 
grades of Kensalt.

SOUTH AFRICANS ARMING BANDITS, SAY RETURNED DISSIDENTS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 12 Feb 81 pp l, 4 


[Excerpts] Since the fall of the illegal Rhodesian regime, 
the groups of bandits who are still active in our country 
have been armed and supplied by South Africa. This infor- 
mation was confirmed once more by statements made to the 
national press media by members of these groups who recently 
surrendered to our authorities. From the statements it was 
also learned that even before the independence of Zimbabwe 
the minority regime of Pretoria was already deeply involv- 
ed in the activities of the bandits in the interior of 
Mozambique. 


"We wanted to flee a long time ago but we had not had the chance. We had no 
future there, we could only expect death." This statement by Orlando Julio 
Inacio, 27 years-of-age, former "company commander" of the bandit groups used 
by South Africa against our country, summarizes the thinking of many other 
members of those bands, who, like him, have been coming to surrender to our 
defense and security forces. 


Orlando Julio Inacio is a native of Chinde, Zambezia, and up to the end of 1978 
worked in the APIE [expansion unknown] of Beira. Around that time he illegally 
crossed the border into South Rhodesia "in search of adventure," he said. 

Still according to the statements he made recently to the national news media, 
he went to Rhodesia together with another Mozambican youth. After crossing the 
border, they were captured by the security forces of the illegal Ian Smith 
regime, which interrogated them and later on sent them to training camps where 
the traitors and bandits used by the regime to attack our country received 
military training. 


The person we interviewed had a quick career in the Rhodesian special forces. 
Once the military training was ended, he was selected as an "instructor" and 
later on, introduced into our country; he was in the Gorongosa Camp, which was 
later destroyed by our forces, and he was promoted to "section chief." Later 
on he was the "assistant" and finally “company commander." He attributes this 
quick promotion to the fact that he had some education and “never caused any 
problems." Even so, he was not satisfied and fled. Why? 
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"After the independence of Zimbabwe the situation became untenable. We then 
began to be supplied by South African aircraft but supplies came irregularly. 
After the destruction of the Sitatonga Camp by the FPLM [Mozambique People's 
Liberation Forces) and up to the time I fled, no more aircraft came." 


"I did not surrender earlier because I was afraid of being killed. That is what 
they told us over there, that we would be killed if we surrendered. Later, 
however, we heard on RADIO MOZAMBIQUE that such was not the case and we decided 
to desert. Another five deserted with me and they surrendered to the FPLM also." 


"Is Araujo Street Still Open?" 


Pietro Constantino Perino, 24 years-of-age, a native of Caldas Xavier, Tete 
Province, is the friend of Orlando Inacio who went to Rhodesia with him in 
1978. He also deserted with him and surrendered to our authorities at the end 
of last year. His story is not much different than the one we heard from the 
former. 


"We had hardly crossed the border than were taken prisoners," he declared, "At 
the police station they asked us many questions, among which was whether there 
were still any shrimp in Mozambique and whether Araujo Street was still open. 
Later there came a Portuguese gentleman named Chico who took us to a training 
camp at a placed called Hodzi, near Untali. When we arrived there we were told 
that if we tried to escape they would kill us. We also learned later that Chico 
was at the Nyazonia massacre. 


After receiving military training, the first mission by our interviewee was in 
Tete Province in the zone of Chioco. It was an unsuccessful mission however: 
"Almost no one knew the zone and the people did not support us. On the other 
hand, the FPLM pursued us. We concluded by returning to Rhodesia with one 
wounded man, without having accomplished anything." 


Later on, Pietro Perino was once more introduced into Mozambique with a large 

armed group, which managed to install a permanent base at Gorongosa. At that 

time the imminent fali of the Rhodesian regime was already foreseen and South 

Africa sought to find an alternate base for the groups which were carrying out 
acts of banditry. 





"And what type of actions did your group accomplish in the interior of 
Mozambique," we asked. 


"Once, for example, we burned two trucks on the Tete-Chimoio road, another time 
a bus on which we captured several youths who we took with us. We burned a car 
belonging to SEMSO [expansion unknown] on the highway that leads to Gorongosa 
and we took the driver with us. Later he escaped. We also held up a People's 
Store." 


The story continues: "When we installed ourselves in the Gorongosa Mountains to 
establish a base, four Englishmen came with us. They were relieved every month. 
Their mission was to receive the helicopters which came to bring us supplies. 
Later on, other Englishmen came as instructors." 
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We were surprised at the tern “Englishmen,” and he explained: “We called them 
that becauge they epoke English, They were actually Rhodesians and South 
Africans." 


"Where did the material come from? Wow did it come to the interior of the 
country?" wae the following question. 


“Before the independence of Zimbabwe it came by helicopter from Rhodesia. After- 
ward it began coming from South Africa. It came on ‘Dakota’ airplanes and wae 
dropped in parachutes. Helicoptere aleo came, but not to bring materials, only 
to land South African instructors. 


Pietro Perina adds: “Later on we began to deploy to the south with the objective 
of coming closer to the South African border and being supplied by land. The 
South African pilote began to be afraid, besides that, after the destruction of 
Sitonga by the I PLM we no longer had a base at which to receive materials." 


"What caused you to flee,” was another question we asked him, and he replied: 
"We were being constantly attacked by the FPLM and had already had many killed. 
Moreover, no one knew for certain why he wae fighting there. We simply received 
orders for that. Therefore, we deserted and came to surrender to the FPLM the 
iret chance we had.” 


A Commissar Without Politics 


The stories of Henrique Fabiao Sitoe and Jose Martine Gilberto, another two 
persons who surrendered to the FPLM, are not much different thant the foregoing 
except in one aspect: They were captured by the Rhodesian Army during the 
attack .ade on the Sacuze Reeducation Center in 1979, where they were being 
held for common crimes against the lav. 


Henrique Sitoe is a native of Chonguene, Gaza, and is 28 years-of-age. He held 
the post of “political commissar” in the bandit groupe. How did he obtain that 
post’? He himself explains it: 


"One day the commander of the group returned by helicopter from South Africa and 
said that the South Africans had criticized him because he did not appoint any 
cadres; that he was the only cadre. Then he came to me and said: “As of now 
you become the political commissar. Others were also appointed cadres at the 
same time, with other functions.” 


“What were your politics as political commissar’” we asked. 
"Well, I did not have any politics because I had not been trained, I had no 


books. Moreover, I did not want to be there, I had been taken from Sacuze by 
force." 
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"But how do you explain that even so you were appointed to that post?” we 
asked, "TI believe that it was because | had some education, I could read and 
write and besides that I wae from the south. There ie much tribaliem there 
and the people who are not from '\e sane tribe ae the commander generally 
desert. Therefore, they gave or. jp onelbilities to those persons so that 
they would not desert. I believe tial ta why I was appointed.” 


We asked another question: "Do you know from where the weapons and supplies 
came after the independence of Zimbabwe?" 


Henrique Sitoe anewered: “They came by airplane and they told ue that it was 
from South Africa. It must have been true because there were alwaye South 
African cigarettes. The officers also had South African money in their pocket.” 


The other person interviewed, Jose Martins Gilberto, is a native of Mafalala, 
Maputo, and he was a radio operator. He is 26 yeare-of-age and has a 5th-grade 
education. In addition to general military training in Rhodesia, he received 
an additional month of training as an operator. He wae also in the Gorongosa 
Mountains, in Sitatonga and later on further to the south, where he deserted. 


Before going to the Sacuzge Center, he worked on the Beira Railroad, from which 
he was diemissed for bad behavior. Later on he was arrested for robbery of a 
store and sent to the reeducation center. 


We asked him with whom it was he communicated as a radio operator while he was 
in the bandit groups. He ansvered: 


"Firet with Rhodesia and later with South Africa. All communications were with 
South Africa and it was from there that the weapons came." 


He also confirmed that “The groups advanced to the south so that they could be 
supplied by land from the Republic of South Africa. South Africa has a military 
camp in Gazanculo near the Mozambican border and the material comes from there. 
It is the bandit group base."

ESTABLISHMENT, ATTAINMENT OF GOALS QUESTIONED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 14 Feb 61 p 1 
[Editorial: "To Attain or Not Attain Established Goale") 


[Text] A report reaching ue from Tete telle us that the Conetrutora Integral 
Company in that province "fulfilled" 93 percent of the plane established for 1980. 


The same report reveals that the company exceeded the goale specified for the 
construction of a block of residential, prefabricated Sandino type houses by 100 
percent. 


In the first case, what in fact happened was that the company did “not fulfill" 
7? percent of the plans established for it. There could be several perfectly 
acceptable reasons for it. There could also not be. That is not the question. 
The question here is the clear distinction that must exist between “fulfillment” 
and “nonfulfillment" of goals. 


We have come across situations of this type in our work several times. In various 
places to which we have gone we have rarely been told that goals have not been 
reached. Most frequently we have been told that "We attained 80 percent of the 
goals,” adding that this was due to the great involvement of the workers, correct 
actions by the leadership, work by the ODM [expansion unknown] in the company, 
and so forth. 





After all, what is "fulfillment" of a goal? It being established that a certain 
worker has to produce 100 pairs of shoes in a month, if he can produce only 80 
can it be said that he "fulfilled" the goal assigned to him by 80 percent? 

It can be said that he was 20-percent short of reaching the goal. Hence, what 
should be done is to analyze the reasons for it and take the proper measures. 


The second point of the report we received from Tete is the one which refers to 
exceeding the goal of building a block of prefabricated residential houses by 
100 percent. More specifically, 60 workers of the Construtora Integral Company 
in Tete concluded the construction and installation of 12 prefabricated houses 
of the Sandino type in 5 months, when the established plan stipulated that the 
work should take 10 months. 
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Correct. This action must be praised, particularly when in order to do it the 
workere say they gave up some of their letaure time. 


However, one aspect merite deep thought. If the plan called for the erection 
of the houses in 10 months and they were erected in half that time, could it not 
be that there were errore in the stipulation of time periods’? Could it be 

even necessary for it to take 10 monthe for the erection of 10 prefabricated 
houses in a project in which 60 workere participated? 


We do not know all the details of the situation. However, it seems somewhat 
strange that something was done in 5 months that wae supposed to have been done 
in 10. The reason for thie ise that there have been several cases where various 
enterprises established a goal which they knew beforehand would be exceeded 
without any effort. They established a goal purely for the sake of establishing 
a goal, because there had to be a plan. However, when that goal is established 
by a higher entity, after all possibilities of ite accomplishment have been 
atudied, the goal “is fulfilled” by euch and euch a percentage. Why? It is a 
question to be pondered.

NEW LEADERS FOR RADIO MOZAMBIQUE APPOINTED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 21 Feb 81 pp 1, 4 


[Text] New management for RADIO MOZAMBIQUE was appointed yesterday and pre- 
sented to the workers of that broadcasting station by Party Central Committee 
Member and Minister of Information Jose Luis Cabaco at a general assembly which 
culminated with a number of meetings which lasted throughout the week ending 
today and had the objective of surveying problems which affect the work of the 
station. 


The new management structure of RADIO MOZAMBIQUE consists of a director general, 
to which post the secretary general of the ministry of information, Morais 
Mabyeka, was temporarily assigned, and three directors for the Production, 
Technical and Administrative divisions. Assigned to them were persons who were 
already working in the radio station itself: Leite de Vasconcelos, Rufino Matos 
and Antonio Alves da Fonseca. 


Morais Mabyeka will hold two posts. The former director of RADIO MOZAMBIQUE, 
Rafael Maguni, has been Mozambican ambassador to Zimbabwe since April 1980. 


Speaking at yesterday afternoon's meeting, Minister Jose Luis Cabaco signalled 
as an immediate and priority task for the new management the establishment of 

an operational link with all the provinces, because, as he said, “The function of 
RADIO MOZAMBIQUE is to be national.” 


Speaking on the reasons for the reorganization of RADIO MOZAMBIQUE, the minister 
of information of our country declared that "We knew that there were serious 
problems, which ranged from outdated material to the lack of personnel and even 
organizational problems. Those problems brought other problems as a consequence: 
lack of discipline [line dropped in original) professional spirit and a lack of 
political awareness (...). We could see that there were many workers who saw 
their participation in RADIO MOZAMBIQUE as a personal problem and concerned 
themselves only with payday. They forgot that their work, their role, is a 
participation that has an influence on the Mozambican people every day." 
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Thus, a6 Minieter Jose Luis Cabaco said, intrigues and poor human relations in 
work were reflected in the work offered by the eatation. “Quality is many times 
eo bad that if the radio were another product it could be seen that it was bad. 
Good work is eo rare that if it were another product the people would have to 
etand in line. The only thing is that when each person buys hie “Xirico” [radio 
brand name) chey begin to absorb that product of poor quality,” he emphasized. 


Thies state at which RADIO MOZAMBIQUE arrived ie baeically the result of poor 
work methods where individualiem, uncoordinated work, the lack of delving into 
probleme and the lack of discussion prevailed. 


Thus, for example, the question of cadres becomes more acute because the few who 
exist are poorly used and as a result there are no proper assignments. Thus it 
ie that the effort to obtain training by some cadres is done outside RADIO 
MOZAMBIQUE.

TEMPORARY SUBSTATION TO BE BUILT FOR PAPER MILL COMPLEX 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 11 Feb 81 p 3 


[Text] Beira--The Revue Hydroelectric Company, SHER, will build a new 
temporary substation this year, which will be in operation for four years, 

to provide power to the first phase of the Industrial Paper Complex of IFLOMA 
(Manica Forest Industries). 


Involving an expenditure of nearly 25 million meticals, that 110/22 KV sub- 
station will have a distribution line for completely supplying that large-scale 
forestry complex. 


On the other hand, the SHER field of operations is going to be concentrated on 
the maintenance of existing equipment because this action is of utmost impor- 
tance in the saving of foreign exchange. 


This is one of the projects (the construction of the substation) in which SHER is 
involved. Another two projects of greater size, to which we referred in yester- 
day's edition, should be accomplished in the next two years: the complete 
modernization of the main powerplant of Mavuzi and the interconnection with 
Cabora Bassa. In the first of the two latter projects mentioned, prospects 

are of the restoration of the previous power level, therefore, up to the levels 
of 100 percent of all available strategic resources. As for the project of 
interconnection of the SHER with HCB [Cabora Bassa Hydroelectric], it is going 
to allow an improvement in the quality of services of the entire central belt 

of the country, which will have good availabilities of power to supply large- 
scale consumers. 


Rural Electrification Operations 


According to information provided to our newspaper, this program began to be 
implemented with the extension of lines and the establishment of zones in the 
area of Sussundenga (one of the regions considered to have good ecological 
conditions for the development of agriculture). 


This year, that activity is going to be affected by the degree of the lack of 
equipment on the market, namely transformers, cables, pliers and insulators. 
There is no shortage of poles, the only available component produced nationally. 
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However, the SHER ie aware that it is not a problem of unprofitableness, since 
any expenditure in the electric sector always leads to the amortization of 
equipment within the epan of ite useful life and even leads to surpluses which 
can be channeled to other purposes. 


"The absence of equipment on the market is serious and without it nothing can be 
done," says the director of that company, Jose Lopez, in the interview the 
correspondent from the office of NOTICIAS in Beira had with him. In another 
part of that interview, the official emphasized the dynamic activity carried out 
by the company during the year just ended, pointing out that generally speaking, 
the various requests by agencies were answered. 


"In the distribution of power to the consuming public, it is obvious that there 
were many power failures (lightning). However, they were not due only to 
atmospheric conditions but also to the conditions under which our main powerplant 
is functioning," he told us. 


He also declared that during the past year it was possible to fulfill the 
production program established despite the breakdowns recorded. In that respect, 
Jose Lopes referred to the covering of 60 kilometers of distribution lines and 
the installation of nearly 20 transformer poles, in addition to the expansion 

of the 110/22KV Manica substation, which is in the completion phase. "We 
exceeded the production goals programed for 1980," concluded the director of 
SHER.

FAO FOOD DONATION--An emergency food product operation to help the victimes of 
the drought in our country has just been approved by the director general of the 
United Nations Food and Agricultural Organization (FAO), Edouard Saouma, it was 
reported by the representative of that specialized UN agency in Maputo. This 
donation consists of 14,760 tons of corn, vegetables, fish and food oils. It is 
estimated it will feed a total of 520,000 people for 3 months. The cost is

WORK ON DAMAGED POWERPLANT=-Although some finishing touches still remain to be 
done, namely painting and some work in the control room, the main powerplant 

of the Revue Hydroelectric Company--SHER, in Mavuzi, which on 13 May of last 
year was the target of an enemy attack, has been practically rebuilt. Using 
dynamite and machineguns, the enemy caused the almost total destruction of the 
civil construction at that time, particularly the 30-meter high walls, some 
equipment foundations and a group of five generators, three of them of 17.5 MVA 
and two of 6.2 MVA, among other damage to the principal equipment of that power- 
plant. The damage by enemy action forced the expenditure of 260 million 
meticals on civil construction work and electrical equipment. In terms of lost 
power (not sold), the damage is estimated at nearly 350 million meticals. It 
is worth mentioning, however, that the reconstruction work of the Mavuzi Power- 
plant was accomplished without any imported equipment, with local resources 
being used to the maximum and, as has happened before, with the professional 
force and awareness of the SHER workers.

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DUTCH DOCUMENT URGES NEW COURSE FOR SWA 
Windhoek WINDHOEK OBSERVER in English 21 Feb 81 p 28 


(Text] Gravenhage (The Netherlands): In a lengthy document, Geschrift 37 Namibia 
een testcase voor Zuid-Africa, the Teldersstigting writes that the Netherlands 

and other Western countries should support the political middle in Namibia such 

ae the SWAPO Democrats and the Namibia National Front. Support should also be 
given to those organisations rejecting apartheid and aiming for independence. 


According to the Teldersstigting this would increase chances for a stable 
democratic government in independent Namibia. Any financial support to these 
groups should be conditional on not using it for other than legitimate and peace- 
ful purposes. The Netherlands should request, moreover, that these groups co- 
operate with other democratic parties in the country. The fragmentation of Nami- 
bia's political centre is a weak spot in democratic opposition to both SWAPO and 
South Africa, the Teldersstigting writes. 





Reviewing the South West Africa issue, the Teldersstigting writes that it appears 
likely that South Africa wants to give independence to Namibia sooner or later. 
Economically Namibia is less profitable to South Africa than one might think, 

for the costs of infrastructure and government services exceed revenue from taxes. 
In addition is South African Defence expenditure in Namibia annually R300 million. 
Namibia is not to Pretoria only a mandated territory for its borders on their 

own country and there are 75000 Afrikaans speaking people in Namibia with close 
cultural and family ties inside South Africa. For years, the paper writes, the 
Government has long believed in the legal justification of its presence in Namibia 
and the value of its policies. 


South Africa, the paper goes on, faces a dilemma regarding the Turnhalle National 
Assembly. On the one hand if it reinforces this Assembly and the powers of the 
DTA, then it would increase internal confidence in that Alliance and the National 
Assembly. If South Africa does not do enough to strengthen it, it increases the 
risk that the DTA would suffer a serious loss in a possible, internationally su- 
pervised election. On the other hand, a strengthening of the Assembly would be 
regarded as a preparation for a unilateral declaration of independence. 


The paper cites what it calls the critical weakness in the UN Plan for free elec- 
tions in South West Africa. The nature of Namibia's future constitution remains 
unclear, it writes. The Plan provides only for free elections for a constituent 
assembly and there is no guarantee that after these elections, this constitutent 
assembly will adopt a democratic constitution in which the rights of minorities 
are recognised. 
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The paper then cites a number of pointe which it calle reco:mendationa for Dutch 
foreign policy in regard to Namibia: 


1, The Netherlands should help to reduce the one-sided concentration of the UN 
on only one political grouping in Namibia, which ie SWAPO, 


The paper argues that a SWAPO Government would increase Soviet influence in Namibia 
and would increase the riek of Walvis Bay becoming a Soviet naval base. 


2. The Netherlands and other Western countries should support the political mid- 
dle in Namibia euch as SWAPO D and the NWF, 


3}, The Netherlands should urge the Weatern Five which negotiate with South Af- 
rica, SWAPO and the UN, not to solve the problem hastily, but to agree to a bal- 
ance solution. 


4, The Netherlands can contribute to the independence of Namibia through ite 
development assistance. Since 1975 about 10.8 million Dutch Florin have been 
given to Namibia. A large part (5,5 million) was given to SWAPO for refugees in 
Zambia and Angola. 


5. Another subject of controversy is the import of Namibia uranium by Britain 

and West Germany. Thies uranium is processed and mixed in those countries and 
enriched in Almelo in the Netherlands. Dutch opposition parties demand termina- 

tion of this enrichment. An important matter in deciding whether the Netherlands 
should exert maximum pressure on Britain and West Germany to halt the enrichment 

in Almelo is that Netherlands has a special status in international nuclear af- 

fairs. If the Netherlands strains ite cooperation in uranium enrichment with 

these countries too much, it will not only suffer political and financial consequences 
but lose its international influence in that sphere. 


6. Dutch policy should help to avoid the process of independence in Namibia 
will lead to one to two extremes: establishment of great Soviet influence over 
this country or continuation and reinforcement of a system imposed by South Af- 
rica. It is in the interest of the Netherlands and all other free democratic 
states, to prevent Walvis Bay from falling into the hands of the Soviet Union.

[Text] Fifteen seats are still avat.able in the National Assembly for members 

of other political groups. The Cape Town talks between the Prime Minister, Mr. 
P. W. Botha and certain ‘internal democratic’ political parties, appeared to have 
been an effort to interest certain parties to join the National Assembly. 


But the 15 seats could very well remain vacant for some time to come. 


Those parties outside the National Assembly, with the exception of one group, 

are not interested in being allotted seats. The Namibia People's Liberation Front 
of Mr. Kephes Conradie have been interested in acquiring representation in the 
National Assembly, ever since the seats were made available, but obviously the 
authorities, and the Democratic Turnhalle Alliance were holding onto the seats 

in the hopes that the NNF or SWAPO D would be interested, thus contributing more 
to the credibility of the National Assembly. 


However, this seems to be totally out of the question. SWAPO D will certainly 
not participate in any move towards an internal settlement, such as a government 
of national unity, and neither will the NNF. The Namibia Independence Party 

of Mr. Charlie Hartung, is similarly not in favour of participating in the Na- 
tional Assembly. 


New Opposition 


At this stage it is not known whether Mr. Conradie's NPLF, or any other splinter 
group, will be given seats in order to broaden the base of the National Assembly. 


But if this is to be the case, then it is conceivable that there would be a new 
opposition in the Assembly. 


At present Aktur is the official opposition with five seats in the National As- 
sembly. These seats are occupied by Mr. Eben van Zijl MEC, Mr. Frans van Zijl, 
Mr. Koos Pretorius, Mr. Percy Niehaus and Mr. Pieter Diergaardt. 


The rest of the opposition to the DTA in the Assembly consists of Mr. Andrew 
Kloppers (Liberal Party), Mr. Hans Rohr (NCDP), Mr. Hans Diergaardt (Rehoboth 
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Liberation Front), Mr. Johannes Karuathe and Mr. Uazukuani (Nudo Progressive 
Party of Namibia) and Mr. Sarel Becker (HNP), 


If some of the 15 seats are given to parties auch as Mr, Conradie's NPLF, then 

it ie a strong possibility that the opposition delegates, with the exception of 
Mr. Sarel Becker, who if he aligned himself with any group, it would be with Ak- 
tur, could form a loose alliance or front, in order to form the new opposition, 
This would not be too significant, since the opposition, whether it is Aktur or 
another more leftist group, would not effect the DTA majority, which has at prea- 
ent 39 of the 50 seats in the National Assembly. 


Uproar About Seats 


But it appears doubtful at this stage whether Mr. Conradie will be given seats. 
the DTA are not particularly keen on the idea, and if they were to give the NPLF 
even two seats in the Assembly, other groups which have earned a single seat in 
the Assembly, such as the MNP, would be up in arms, and would demand more seats. 


And in order to obtain participation in the National Assembly of a group such as 
the NPLF, it would hardly be worth all the trouble which would result. 


The question of allotment of seats to political groups who did not contest the 
1978 election, held under the auspices of the South African Government, would be 
a difficult one. How would the authorities and the DTA determine which group 
deserved what number of seats. But if it were to happen, and a new opposition 
was formed between the minority parties in the Assembly, the authorities may 
well feel it was worth it, in order to gain a new and more ‘leftist’ opposition, 
rather than a conservative one such as Aktur. But some of these minority groups 
in the Assembly, have rather dubious and changeable policies, which can fluctuate 
from left to right at times. 


AG To Go 


And added to the question of the allotment of some of the 15 available seats in 
the Assembly, is the question of whether or not the Administrator General, Mr. 
Danie Hough, is to be recalled. 


Certainly it appears obvious that he would not be recalled before the South Af- 
rican general election is held, and if it does happen thereafter, then it would 
constitute a flagrant repudiation of Security Council Resolution 435 providing 
for elections under UN auspices, to be held in the Territory. 


The plan is apparently to strip the Administrator General of his executive func- 
tions and to give these to the National Assembly or Ministers Council. This ap- 
parently is the idea for the formation of a government of national unity. 


In the Administrator Ceneral's place would be appointed a socalled governor 
general, whose function would be purely an advisory one, but this move would mean 
that the South African Government has utterly and completely rejected Resolution 
435.

RESOLU' 435 DEAD--Windhoek: The ruling DTA served notice yesterday that, in 
view of “onday's developments in the UN General Assembly, it was no longer pre- 
pared to negotiate a settlement of a future of SWA based on UN Resolution 435. 
The General Assembly ejected the South African delegation as it was about to de- 
bate SWA. The resolution, adopted by the Security Council several years ago, 
calls for UN supervision during the transition to independence. Speaking in the 
National Assembly, Dr Ben Africa, member of the Territory's Ministers’ Council 
and Vice-President of the DTA, described Resolution 435 as "dead" and said "other 
avenues" would now have to be explored. Dr Africa added that it would also be a 
pity if the independence initiative was stalled or suspended because of the 
forthcoming general election in South Africa, or as a result of internal action. 
An Opposition member, Mr Koos Pretorius, of Aktur, said people of SWA had a right 
to self-determination and would decide their own future. Mr Eben van Z1ij1, of 
Aktur, warned that a “one man one vote government" would have a catastrophic ef- 
fect on SWA. It would also spell an end to minority rights and the protection of 
the various languages and cultures that existed in the Territory, he chided.--Sapa

COST OF LIVING RISFS--The cost of living has shot up to a staggering 30,4 percent 
in windhoek, according to the latest consumer price index. And this figure repre- 
sents food only. The increase on other items is 13,7 percent. Figures stated 

in the latest release reflect that the increase in COL amounted to 6,6 percent 

for one month on food and 1,7 percent for other items. Mr Kurt Béhme, President 
of the Chamber of Commerce told the Advertiser this morning that there was no 
doubt the figure was extremely high. But he pointed out that there had been hikes 
virtually daily. The recently announced escalation in the cost of railway tariffs, 
he said was not supposed to have any immediate effect, but on the other hand, 
suppliers in the RSA had to recalculate the increase brought about by the railway 
tariff on their products. Mr Bohme also pointed out that it was not fair to 
blame the SWA economy for these increases. In all fairness it had to be noted 
that commerce here would not increase the price of products unless these products 
had been pushed up in cost in SA. Another prominent businessman also pointed 

out that the general escalation in the cost of all consumer fields could not only 
be attributed to the increase in rail tariffs. It could rather be ascribed to the 
overall increase in the production costs of raw materials.

jobs to UPC supporters or sympathiser:. 


Apart from the unpalatable partisan nature of the alleged 
exercise, u cuts across the policy of reconciliation dec- 
lared by UPC and reduces the Public Service Commis- 
sion to a mere rubber stamp. It robes the Crul Service 
of its traditional non-partisan character and seeks to 
transform it into a “Labour Exchange’’ office for party 
supporters. It grossly undermines the machinery for rec- 
rating the best man for the job and lays ground for 
relegating the Crvil service to a club of party funcniona- 
ries, no matter how unsuitable some of them might be. 


In this regard the exercise ts totally unacceptable — not only 
because the wrong cretarta is being used to get certain 
people into the cil service on the wrong ticket but more 
s0 because many right people may be demed the chance 
to offer their talents to th. -ountry through a crude system 
that has no basis either in law or in practice. 
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One of the things that the UPC could boast of having left 
behind when Amin grabbed power in 1971 is a sound 
croil service. 1t would, therefore, be most depressing if 
the UPC now adopts methods that militate against the 
rebuilding of the coil service to the pre-Amin level. 


However, grven the prevailing sttuation whereby UPC Chair 
men are rushing (o implement unauthorised decisions, 
no one will be surpris i the Makerere exercise turns 
out to be just another political gimmick. We hope it is.

Further to our telephone conversation last week, | request you to either transfer 
or dismiss the following officers in Kisoro Sub-District. The officers in ques- 
tion are:- 


(1) ADC Kisoro, Mr. G. J. Hashakimana who was in Amin's State Research as tes- 
tified in UGANDA TIMES of December 15, 1979. He has been a stumbling block to 
UPC in the last election campaign and currently he is collaborating with armed 
thugs to smuggle coffee to Ruanda. 


(ii) Town Clerk, Kisoro -- This Office has ceased to be a government officer. He 
is actively engaged in political activities, harassing UPC supporters. However, 
we do not know how he was appointed a Town Clerk. We suspect that Aasasira, a 
former permanent Secretary in your Ministry is the one who appointed him because 
they are cousins.

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FURTHER REPORTAGE ON SUITS AGAINST 'TIMES,' EDITOR 
Ben Bella Fined 
Kampala WEEKLY TOPIC in English 6 Feb 81 p 8 


[Text] The Editor of the Government owned daily, the UGANDA TIMES, Ben Bella 
lllakut, has been ordered by the High Court to pay 50,000/-to Lt. Col. Anthony 
Bazalaki as damages for defamation. 


The order was made by Mr. Justice P. Allen who heard exparte a suite filed against 
Ben Bella Illakut and UGANDA TIMES in which Lt. Col. Bazalaki claimed that he 

was defamed by the publication of his photograph in the UGANDA TIMES sometime in 
1979 among people who were said to have been members of the notorious State Re- 
search Bureau. 


Both defendants, the newspaper and its Editor, did not file any defence, leaving 
the suit uncontested. However, Mr. Justice Allen said in his judgment that he 
was satisfied that the defendants were properly served and that the plaintiff 
was entitled to general damages. 


He ordered that the two defendants pay, jointly and severally, the sum of 50,000/- 
to Lt. Col. Bazalaki as general damages. The award was 10,000/- less than what 
the plaintiff's counsel, J. Kateera, had asked the court to award at the hearing 
of the suit. 


Kateera contended at the hearing that the publication of his client's photograph, 
who was then a member of the National Consultative Council, exceedingly damaged 
his reputation, and injured his pride and feeling. 


It was also Kateera's contention that publication resulted in many people resent- 
ing or refecting the plaintiff.

Giving evidence, before a high 
court Judge, Mr. Av. Justice F. A. 
Khan, the plaintiff told the court that 
he is a well known public figure. 


Mr. Nkayarwa said that the 
information of his being defamed by 
the Uganda Times came to his 
attention on June, 27th, 1980, in the 
NCC 

As he was entering the National 
Consultative Council, the plaintiff 
told the court, his colleagues started 
shouting at him that “you magendo- 
ist, how are you". 


He was surprised to hear his 
colleagues accusing him of being a 
magendoist and a smuggler 


He was shown a copy of Uganda 
Times, and many of his colleagues 
gathered to find out what had 
happened.

FRENCH AID--Brussels, 23 Feb (AFP)--France and Zaire have signed an agreement for 
a loan of FR 115 million for the development of Zaire's sugar production, AZAP, 
received in, Brussels, announced on Monday. The loan will enable the Kwilu Ngongh 
Sugar Plant in Bas Zaire increase its production, now 65,000 tons, by about 42,000 
tons a year by 1984. The agreement was signed on Saturday by the director general 
of the French Central Fund for Economic Cooperation, Mr Yves Roland-Billecart; 

the Zairian state commissioner for finance and budget; and the sugar plant author- 
ities. Zaire's sugar requirements are currently estimated at 100,000 tons a year. 
In 1980, 54,000 tons of sugar were produced in Zaire and 14,000 tons imported.
